ARENTS, former pupils, Civil 

Liberty campaigners and 
members of the trade union Solidarity 
gathered outside the gates of 
Sunnydale Community College on 
Monday 3rd September in a show of 
support for teacher Mark Walker. 
Mark, who has taught in Sunnydale for 
the past twelve years, was suspended 
back in March after allegations of 
misuse of school equipment although 
headteacher Sue 
Boyd, has refused to 
identify the reasons 
for her actions. 
Supporters of the 
popular teacher believe 
that his suspension is 
politically motivated 
because Mark is a 
member of the British 
National Party and 
stood as a candidate 
for the BNP at the local 
council elections. 
Patrick Harrington, 
the general secretary 
of the Solidarity 
union, said: 
“IT genuinely believe 
his involvement with 
the British National 
Party, including 
standing in a council election, has 
influenced the action against him. 
““We are here to encourage the school to 
resolve this issue. We want what is best 
for Mark and the pupils; for him to be 
back in the job that he is very good at.” 
Amongst those showing support was 
former pupil Sarah Brown, 20, who told 
the Northern Echo: 
“He was the best teacher I had at 
Sunnydale. You could always ask him 
for help with work or other problems. 
“We had no idea about his personal life 
or views so I think, unless it affects his 
pupils, he should be allowed back.” 


Mother-of-four Diane Tweddle, of 
Middridge, was also very supportive. 


She said: “He has taught all my children 


and they respect him. They say he is 
one of the best and want him back.” 
Even a teacher came out from out voice 
her support for Mark. 

“In our citizenship lessons we tell 
children to respect people’s beliefs 
yet this isn’t happening in this case,” 
she said. 

Patrick Harrington and 
Mark Walker had an 
afternoon meeting with 
Sue Boyd to try to 
resolve the issue but 
it was all to no avail.

funded by the Labour Party to organise 
election campaigns against us.

Their candidate was 
a high-profile Party employee and 
UKIP activists were told they could 
win this seat from the BNP. 

The Loughton Residents’ Associ- 
ation worked with Redbridge and 
Epping Forest Together targeting 
voters disillusioned with the main 
parties and bizarrely those who were 
worried about immigration.

HE Government’s early release 

scheme, introduced to address 
the issue of prison overcrowding, has 
led to more crimes being committed. 
There have been 56 crimes committed 
by those who have been released early, 
and 43 offenders have gone on the run 
after they did not meet the conditions of 
the early release scheme. 
Over 100 prisoners have been re-called 
since the scheme began in late June, 
but so far only 83 of these have been 
found and returned to prison. Over 
700 of those released were in prison for 
violent crime and over 400 convicted 
of burglary and robbery. 
The release rate is also much higher than 
the Government intended with predic- 
tions for the total to number around 
46,000 instead of the 25,000 that the 
Home Office claimed would benefit 
from the scheme. 
This, coupled with the fact that prison 
place shortages have resulted in some

@ Other suspensions at junior schools 
were for smoking, abuse and theft. 
365 city pupils between the ages of 
11 and 16 were suspended for carrying 
an offensive weapon and more than a 
1000 teenagers suspended for verbally 
abusing teachers.

NE-in-six fatal accidents on 

Yorkshire’s rural roads are 
caused by migrant workers from 
Eastern Europe. 
The figures only came to light after 
North Yorkshire County Council started 
last year to record the birth place of 
everyone involved in a car crash. 
Insurance claims against Polish 
drivers in particular have tripled in 
the past two years and drink-driving 
is to blame in many of the accidents. 
A council officer emailed Freedom 
with his take on the findings: 
“The majority of Eastern European 
drivers are men aged between 16 and 
24 who speak little English. They pile 
people into their cars, drive much too 
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the policy was to save me money. 
Apparently, as a taxpayer, I pay 
for the interpreter service provided 
for these new arrivals and if they 
bring their interpreter with them when 
requiring treatment, ‘the bill mounts 
if they are kept waiting’.” 

Some 22 months later the Daily Mail 
finally visited the same hospital and 
reported: “At one outpatient clinic - 
the London Chest Hospital, at Bethnal 
Green in the East End - signs clearly 
warn visitors: “Patients needing trust 
interpreters will be given priority.” 
Treating immigrants and migrant 
workers costs the NHS more than £62 
million a year. Providing translating 
services in the public sector for 
immigrants costs £100 million a year. 
The burden. of supporting immigrants 
and migrant workers 1s falling on the 
British taxpayer and to rub salt into 
the wound the very people who are 
funding the NHS are being put to the 
back of the queue.

Lotto cash helps 
asylum seekers 
claim benefits 


SINCE it began 12 years ago, 
the National Lottery has handed 
out over £75 million in funding to 
groups looking after the interests 
of asylum seekers. 

This year already more than £2.1 
million in lottery cash has been 
sent to asylum organisations with 
the latest award of £402,200 being 
given to the North of England 
Refugee Service to help asylum 
seekers complete paperwork so_ 
they can apply for subsidised 
housing and benefits. _ 


Taxpayers fork out 
for gypsy buses 


WO free buses are being run 

by Basildon Council to take 
children from an illegal gypsy site 
to school even though the journey is 
less than a mile. 
It is costing taxpayers £30,000 a year to 
ferry children from the Dale Farm site 
to Crays Hill Primary School. 
The council usually only provides 
transport for pupils who live over 3 
miles from a school, but it says the 
service is needed to boost attendances 
Crays Hill has 62 pupils on its roll, with 
all but two from the gypsy camp, and 
attendances have been so low that staff 
sometimes outnumber the children. 


HAMES Valley police force is 

advertising for Polish speakers 
to answer the telephone after a steady 
rise in calls from immigrants from 
Poland who cannot speak English. 
The force’s police inquiry centres take 
an average of 20,000 calls a week with 
240 telephonists able to converse in 41 
different languages. 
The area covered by the force has seen 
a huge influx of migrant workers with 
Slough Council alone reporting 9,000 
recent arrivals from Poland. 
In London, the Metropolitan police 
force is facing a similar problem and 
is advertising for Romanian speakers.

R the past 12 months the British 

National Party has been exposing 
the scandal of MPs using the Additional 
Claims and Allowances (ACA) when 
they don’t need it. 
The allowance was set up by 
Parliament to reimburse overnight 
accommodation costs of MPs whose 
homes are so far from Westminster 
that daily commuting is not possible. 
Such is the generosity of this 
allowance, currently worth a little 
under £22,000 per annum, that many 
MPs have used it to play the lucrative 
London property market by buying 
second homes that they have no 
obvious need for. Many use “their” 
ACA money to pay the mortgage 
interest on their second home, as well 
as the associated utility and council 
tax bills. 
In reality this means that a large 
number of MPs are abusing this Parlia- 
mentary privilege to use taxpayers’ 
money to fund investment in 
residential property which will at 
some future date be sold for an 
enormous profit! 


Although the ACA is meant for 


the use of MPs from constituencies 
remote from London, other MPs are 
claiming it as well. 

Through a Freedom of Information 
enquiry, it was revealed that 18 MPs 
representing constituencies within 20 
miles of Westminster are claiming ACA 
to pay the interest on mortgages for 
second homes in London - that’s nearly 
1 in 3 of all outer London MPs! 

This roll of shame includes Labour’s 
Dagenham MP Jon Cruddas, who 
owned one property in his constit- 
uency which is 15 miles from 
Westminster and a second home 
in Notting Hill which is 12 miles 
away. He was able to claim over 
£20,000 a year in ACA from the 
taxpayer to help pay for whichever 
of his two properties happens to be 
his second home. 

It’s a similar tale concerning Labour’s 
husband and wife team, Alan and 
Anne Keen MPs, who represent 
constituencies in West London. 
According to Anne’s website they

4’s Dispatches programme, we learn 
that Cabinet couple Ed Balls and 
Yvette Cooper, have been accused of 
exploiting Commons expenses rules 
to buy a £655,000 home. 

The pair have registered their 
four-bedroom North London house 
as a ‘second home’ under parlia- 
mentary rules, which entitles them to 
allowances of up to £44,000 a year to 
subsidise their £438,000 mortgage.

REVOR Philips, the chairman 

of the new Commission for 
Equalities and Human Rights wants 
British history to be amended to 
emphasise the roles played by other 
races and religions, like Muslims.

MEETING to discuss _ the 
building of the 12,000 capacity 
Mega Mosque in West Ham in east 


London took place at the beginning 


of September. 

Tablighi Jamaat, a fundamental 
Islamic sect, propose to build the 
largest mosque in Europe on a former 
industrial site adjacent to the 2012 
London Olympic site using £100 
million donated by Saudi Arabia. 
Over 60 people, including BNP 
Councillor Julian Leppert, gathered 
at a hall in Stratford, East London, to 
listen to Abdul Khaliq Mian, a senior 
Islamic community leader explain the 
need for the Muslim place of worship 
which will be able to house a congre- 
gation FOUR times the size of any 
that can be accommodated in Britain’s 
largest Christian building. 

No official from Taglighi Jamaat, 
which advocates strict adherence to 
Islamic dress codes and lifestyle, 
attended the meeting as the organi- 
sation doesn’t believe in discussion 
with non-believers. 

The headquarters of Tablighi Jamaat 
is in Savile Town in Dewsbury, the 
home of London bombers Mohammed 
Sidique Khan and Shehzad Tanweer 
who also attended a mosque 
controlled by the organisation. 

The meeting was packed with local 
Muslims and Labour Party supporters 
who thought the building of a gigantic 
mosque was a wonderful idea and

should be regarded as a national icon. 
Needless to say they were unhappy 
when Julian Leppert addressed the 
meeting: 

“Given the routine persecution and in 
many cases murder of Christians in 
Muslim countries, a giant symbol of 
Islamic conquest is inappropriate in 
the heart of England’s capital city.” 
And they got even more upset when 
Julian quoted from the Koran: 

“O’ye who believe, 
fight those of the 
unbelievers who live 
near to you and let 
them see how harsh 
you can be.” 

He then linked the 
sentiment expressed in 
the. passage from 
Islam’s most holy book 
to victims of Islamic 
violence, including

| for Nick Griffin's 
‘stable society

T WAS standing room only at 

the September meeting of York 
BNP to hear a speech from Party 
chairman Nick Griffin. 
His theme was the four essential 
constituents of a stable society - 
resources, economy, democracy and 
community - which he likened to the 
legs of a table, when one buckles our 
society is no longer stable. 
He summarised the situation today: 
“One of our major resources, oil, 
is decreasing by 8% a year and 
our reserves from the North Sea are 
nearly gone.

“In the 1950s, a man could earn 
enough to keep his family while his 
wife brought up the children. Today 
both parents have to work just to keep 
out of debt. 
“Democracy in Britain has effectively 
been abolished with many of our 
laws now being made in Brussels. 
At Westminster, political correctness 
means that the Government and 
Opposition will not discuss the issues 
that are most important to our people. 
“And finally, and most importantly, 
our communities are being undermined 
by mass immigration from Asia, Africa 
and Eastern Europe.” 
But Nick Griffin said that the 
problems we _ faced were not 
insurmountable and that a British 
National Party Government could 
bring stability back to our society.

He said that a combination of renewable 
energy, clean coal production and nuclear 
power could solve Britain’s resource 
crisis as the oil runs out. 

That a strong home economy could 
be built, just like in Japan after the 
war, by being self-sufficient in the

Democracy could be restored by 
tearing up the Treaty of Rome and 
giving power back to. elected 
representatives and taking it away 
from big business, while an end to 
immigration and the deportation of 
all illegal immigrants would give our 
communities much more cohesion. 
Nick Griffin received a standing ovation 
for his speech and the collection that 
followed raised nearly £750.

ORDON BROWN’s speech at the Labour Party 
conference in Bournemouth was a masterpiece 
in deceit and doublespeak showing his utter 
contempt for the British people. 
In his address, he mentioned ‘British’ and ‘Britain’ no less 
than 81 times and against backdrop of the colours of the 
Union Jack, even declared “British jobs for British workers”, 
apparently endorsing a policy of the British National Party. 
Coming from the Prime Minister whose government has 
encouraged the offshoring of British jobs to Eastern Europe 
and Asia and flooded this country with migrant workers 
specifically to take jobs from British workers, it was a bizarre 
statement to make. 
Helpfully, Peter Mandelson, Britain's European Union 
commissioner, was able to clear up any confusion when he 
was interviewed the following day by Sarah Montague on 
BBC Radio 4’s Today programme. 
He said that in his speech Gordon Brown was just reaching 
out to those voters who felt increasingly left out and ignored 
by New Labour’s move to the centre ground and needed 
reassuring. Presumably he was talking about the hundreds

Thankfully the BBC interviewer wanted him to say something 
a little more specific. 
“Does he mean, when he says British jobs for British workers, 
that in the future there will be no more jobs for Polish 
plumbers?” she asked. 
“Of course not,” replied Mandelson. “As a member of the 
European Union, Britain has a duty to allow workers from 
other member states to seek employment in our country.” 
So you can’t be clearer than that. 
Gordon Brown’s patriotic conversion is for election purposes 
only. It is also classic ‘doublespeak’ straight from George 
Orwell's 1984 - saying one thing and meaning another. 
He appears to be trying to manipulate voters just like Big 
Brother did.”War is Peace”, “Freedom is Slavery”, “a migrant 
workforce is British jobs for British workers”. 
In 1984, doublespeak is an abridged version of English 
whose eventual adoption, the Party hopes, will limit anyone’s 
ability to think or talk in a way that opposes Big Brother and 
that is the route New Labour are going down.
